A Veteran Craft. 


Among the vessels destroyed by the 


terrible storm which visited Aspimvall, 
last week was the "American bark 
Veteran,"and as the U. S. Kegistcr of 
Sailing Vessels contains only two \ 
sels hearing that name, (a barque and a 
schooner) it is evident to tJifc writer 
that the lost vessel has a local history. 
In 1801, at the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, it will be remembered that the 
U. S. Naval Academy was suddenly 
transferred from Annapolis to Newport. 
The frigates Constitution and Suntee, 
with the sloop of. war Marion, compos- 
ed a part of the establishment, and a 
new steam gunboat called the Marble- 
head, wits sent here to be used in con- 
nection with them in case of any erne/- 
gency that might arise. It will also be 
remembered tlmt she was a notoriously 
slow craft, and us was said of her, ashe 
could not get out of her 
own way.' 


During the excitement occasioned by 
the proximity to our coast of one or 
more rebel privateers she was detailed 
to convoy the steamers from Newport 
to New York, to protect them from 
harm, accompanying them as far as 
Point Judith, and remain there until 
the inward bound boat came along 
when she would "about ship" and creep 
back again to her anchorage in our har- 
bor. This occupied about all her time. 


After the war was over the govern- 


ment removed her machinery, and sold 
the hull at auction and she was pur- 
chased by parties in Somerset, Mass; to 
which place she was towed, and there 
converted into a sailing vessel, rigged 
its a barkentine, and called Veteran, 
and has since done good service as a 
freighter, finally meeting her fate at 
Aspiuwall, during the storm of lust 
week. 


"The Wonderful Whalera." 


The story of the destruction of the 


ship Ann Alexander, Capt. John S. l>e- 
bluis, Coinmaiidor, was told in full in 
these columns some three years ago. 
This shipwreck and the wonderful es- 
cape from death of the captain and 
crew was discredited at.the time by 
some of our Knglish friends and papers 
who did not know the captain, and the 
London Punch of December <!, 1801, 
published a doggerel poem on the event, 
called "The Wonderful Whalers.'"

Lenotre the celebrated landscape gar- 
dener, hud out the parks and ornamen- 
tal grounds, find the immense terraces 
and excavations were accomplished at 
un incalculable expense of time, labor 
and capital. Water had to be- brought 
from a long distance, and therefore at 
Marly hydraulic machines of gigantic 
magnitude aud fabulous 
cost 
were 


erected, to supply the fountains and pal- 
aces at Versailles. Not content with 
hese, Louis also reared at Marly a pri- 
vate palace of exquisite design and fin- 
is1.!, besides twelve .smaller pleasure 
houses, styled pavilions, for the lise of 
such guests as he chose to invite there. 
Of these creations which recalled the 
fabled splendors of the Arabian Nights, 
not a tnicc remains; they did not es- 
cape (lie savage vengeance of the tunin 
c.ttfottfH in the gre'at revolution, and it is 
only a wonder thai of Versailles they 
have left one stone upon another. 


Louis not only employed large num- 


bers of civilians upon his mighty works, 
but masses of such troops as could be 
spared from the army were also detail- 
ed, upwards of thirty thousand men be- 
ing employed at onu time. Beyond the 
palace gardens proper, with their ter- 
races, fountains, alleys, grottos, laha- 
rinths and pavilions, was a second en- 
closure called "the little park." which 
was yet twelve miles in circuit, and still 
beyond was the "great park" of twenty 
leagues, and containing numerous vil- 
lages. The expense incurred in all these 
vast undertakings cannot now be known 
with certainty. The accounts of cost 
were, it is said, destroyed by LouisXIV 
liimsclf, lie coolly putting them into tho 
[ire t<> avoid any compunctious visit- 
ings of conscience in case he should re- 
view them. Jt is estimated, however, 
that not less than two hundred million 
dollars, at the present standard of 
money amounting to at least live hun- 


displaycd all his royal state, and it is 
only necessary to say that in tue Grawl 
Ualerie which alone is two hundred and 
forty-two 
feet, long, thirty-live feet 


wide, and forty-three feet high, lighted 
on the sido of the gardens bv seventeen 
large arched windows, and decorated

Bancroft at Work. 


Thu most conspicuous literary figure 


tit the capital U fioorge Bancroft, au- 
thor of tlio only complete history of the 
United Status. Thu venerable historian 
is one of the few methodical brain- 
workers 1 have ever known. He is u 
living refutation of Scott's assertion 
"that no man of genius was ever an or- 
derly man." 
He is a believer in the 


theory that tlie brain at work is sensi- 
bly affected by the external objects 
aruiind and in soinu degree takes its 
tutiu from them. Thu historian works 
in a long, narrow room, adorned pro- 
fusely with lino historical paintings, 
among them "Columbus Landing at 
San Salvador,'' "Ponce do Leon Stand- 
ing on the Hanks of the Mississippi" 
and ''La Satlc Exploring the Futh er of 
Waters." From his seat ho has a full 
view of ihe art treasures, and frequently 
gazes lit them as if for inspiration. His 
desk is a model of order. Instead of 
pigeon-holes he has numbered books, 
corresponding with the charters ho is 
writing. There are enough pens before 
him to supply an average college class. 
He uses a paper of peculiar color, cut 
up in large, almost square sheets. H 
is not yellow, nor yet green, but a disa- 
greeable combination of both, i was 
surprised to hear that this peculiar pa- 
per is necessary to keep up the flow of 
the historian's thoughts ami expres- 
sion. He has often said that, with or- 
dinary white paper before him, the 
composition of a single sentence was 
work ot fifteen or twenty minutes. 
There is also but one kind of pen that 
suits him—a large flat one of English 
make. When composing his history 
Mr. Bancroft sits almost erect, seeming 
hardly to bead his neck, as the peii 
travels over, the paper. 
When the pen 


begins to hesitate he stops work. 
Ho 


writes little at one time, but that little 
freely. The preparatory looking over 
references is done alter breakfast. Next 
follows a long walk, during which ho 
sifts the evidences, constructs the page 
or Jcharter mentally, and has its out- 
line before* his 'eyes when he begins 
writing, which is usually about four in 
the afternoon. The wording is, of 
course, the easiest part; hence the facil- 
ity with which the historian's pen does 
its work.—[Washington Letter in Phil.

woods lie finds crooked, branchy, knot- 
ty trunks which are of smalt value for 
liuulwr, while in dense forests the trees 
are long and straight and free from 
knots and branches. 
-Moreover, the 


growth is more rapid, and the trees 
sooner attain a marketable size. But 
this fact is to be taken with due allow- 
ance for the use for which the timber is 
to be applied. For ornamental timber, 
siich as walnut, chestnut, bird's-eve 
maple, cherry, and otiiuro, crooked, 
knotty, aiid hranehy trees are the most 
valuable, and tho more room given the 
better this object is secured. So that 
thin planting and a. slow growth arc 
necessary; rather than a iall straight 
growth produced by close planting. It 
might be mentioned hero that the burls 
which arc so desirable ami valuable in 
ornamental woods are produced by 
gnarls and wounds in tlio vonng trees 
and in the forks of tiie limbs. The 
enormous value of burly walnut, .sev- 
eral thousand dollars having been paid 
for one lojj of this character, is an ite/m 
of great interest to fanners who are 
planting timber for profit.

noi-e velocity as they get nearer the sur- 
acc, are heated to a white heat, and 
Juts made luminous and visible bv the 
lid-eased friction caused by their in-
